CHAPTER 17. 

ADJUTANT GENERAI.'S SALARY. 

'AI( ·ACT to fix 'and provide for th~ salary of the Adjutant General. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General A88emhly 
of tM State of Iowa, That from and after February 1st, 
1864, the salary of the Adjutant General of this State, 
shall be at the rate of two thousand dollars per annum, 
said salary to be paid in the same way and manner as 
that of the Governor. . 

SEC. 2. All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with 
this Act are hereby repealed. 

SEC. 3. This Act being deemed of immediate im­
J>Ortanoo, shall be in full torce after ita publication in 
the Daily State Register and Iowa Homestead, papers 
published in Des Moines, Iowa.

CHAPTER 18. 

OFFENSE AGAINST PUBLIC H1!:ALTH. 

AN ACT to amend Chapter 173 of the Revision of 1860, concern­
.lng offences against Public Health. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General A88emhly 
qf the State of Iowa, If any person throw or cause to 
b.e thrown, any.dead animal into any river, well, spring, 
CIstern, reserVOir, stream or pond, he shall be punished 
by imprisonment in the County jail not less than ten, 
nor more than thirty days, or by fine not leBS than five 
nor more than one hundred dollars.
